3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose or fairly teach varying the sensor path across the substrate by 
rotating the substrate carrier at a rotation rate different than the rotation rate of the 
polishing pad. The closest prior art, US2001/0036793A1 to Wiswesser et al and US 
2004/01 52396A1 to Wiswesser et al, teach varying the sensor path across the substrate 
by reciprocating the substrate carrier across the pad. While both devices are capable of 
providing different rotation rates for the pad and carrier, both are clear that the sensor 
path depends on reciprocation of the carrier.
